The GM hydraulic steering sy- 


stem offers smooth positive steer- 
ing with little effort on the drivers 
part. Action ot the steering gear 
on light loads is entirely mechani- 
cal. When three pounds or more of 
pressure is applied to the steering 
wheel, such as in parking, a boost- 
er pump is actuated and this less- 
ens the effort necessary to turn Uic 
wheel. The hydraulic pump is driv- 
en by the car engine and builds up 
enough pressure to overcome tho 
resistance to rotation of the steer- 
ing apparatus. The pressure of the 
driver to put the hydraulic pump 
into action allows him the "feel" 
of steering and maintains the "feel" 
throughout the turning cycle.
